RADIO SNARL AHEAD 
(From Editor and Publisher) 
Dr. Lee Dc Forest, “Father af Radio Broadcast," continued his 
bitter criticism of commercialization of the air in a recent interview 
in the G annett newspapers. W hen he first broadcast 22 years ago, 
he said, he thought he was pioneering in som ething th a t would be a 
real benefit to the world and bring profit and pleasure to the people. 
“But,’’ he added, “if we are to accept the cheap vulgarity, inane drivel 
and offensive bally noo with which the commercial advertisers are now 
filling to air, I deserve to have been classed as one of America’s ‘pub­ 
lic enemies.’ 
I wonder why anyone would w ant to buy a radio receiv­ 
ing set, or having bought one, how they can bring themselves to listen 
to the dissonant hooey th at pours from it? ” 
Doctor de Forest said that "it is not an impossibility to stir Con­ 
gress to the point of wiping but all direct advertising by radio, and 
this genuinely in the ‘public interest, convenience or necessity’/ ’ and 
he thought th a t a government tax on receiving sets, with radio freed 
of all advertising, would be “im m easurably better than the present 
situation with our ‘free radio’.” 
Coincident with this publication we notice interesting observations 
by Robert D. Heinl, radio editor of W ashington Post, an expert on 
radio legislation. 
He says th at Ewin L. Davis, fighting dem ocrat con­ 
gressman from Tennessee, prospective chairm an of the house com ­ 
mittee having to do with radio, is w hetting a knife for the federal 
radio commission for failure to protect the public from overloaded ad ­ 
vertising programs. 
He proposes to do something about it. 
Also. 
Senator Couzens. in charge of radio m atters in the Senate, has no 
sym pathy for excessively commercialized broadcasting, while on the 
same com m ittee W hite, of Maine, dem ocrat, and Dill, of W ashing­ 
ton, republican, have expressed themselves in favor of some curb on 
radio advertising. They are the authors of the radio act. 
So. you see, radio is by way of running into an ugly snar, due 
to high-pressure promotional activities. Editor and Publisher has 
been accused during the past five years of partisan criticism of radio, 
but in the end our warnings may be considered by the broadcasters 
as more friendly than the flattery they have received from other 
sources.
